throp L. Marvin, secertary of the Na- 
tional Association of Wool Manufac- 
turers, show that the factories are 
turning out practically as much cloth 
as last year. Last year's output was 
mostly for army supplies in Europe, 
while the majority so far th.s year 
has been for home buyers.
